Col. Greene in yesterday © morning’s 
papers announced that he was about to 
rush to the bean-eating city on the next 
express to repeat to Mr. Lawson some of 
the compliments he had tendered to him in 
print, but when darkness fell on Wall 
Street yesterday, the Colonel, who, accord- 
ing to Mr. Lawson, has several notches in 
the handle of his pistol, significant of ‘his 
prowess in dealing with bad men, was still 
hugging his big armchair in ‘his office. 

There were lots ..of rumors floating 
ground that Col. Greene and his friends 
had lost control of Greene Consolidated 
Copper during the slump in that stock, 
which in two days carried the price down 
from 34 to 18%, the low point which it 
reached yesterday. These reports were, 
however, denied by Col. Greene, who gave 
out the following statemnt: 


I hold 252,000 shares, of which amount I pur- 
chased 160,000 shares within the past two weeks, 
Next to myself E. H. Harriman i# the largest in- 
dividual stockholder. To the best of my knowl- 
edge, neither’ Mr, Rogers nor any of the Amal- 
gamated Copper party ever owned a share of 
Greene Consolidated. “Together with my friends 
I control vastly more than a majority of the 
864,000 shares. The slump in Greene Copper was 
primarily due to utterances of Thomas W. Law- 
son, whom I shall hold personally responsible. I 
am worth, $15,000,000, and if necessary every 
penny of my fortune will be used for the protec- 
tion of Greene Consolidated stockholders. 


With the rumors of loss of control went 
others that “‘ the System" had inspired the 
open letter to Lawson published over Col. 
Greene’s signature. It was ascertained that 
on Monday Col. Greene saw H. H. Rogers 
at 26 Broadway. Col. Greene admitted he 
had been here, but said it had been on 
other business and that Lawson’s name 
ha@ not been mentioned. Col Greene de- 
clared that he had dictated the letter him- 
self at a late hour Monday night. Asked 
why Se had not gone to Boston, he said 
he had been too busy, and that his inter- 
yiew with Lawson could wait. 

Wall Street's theory of the row was that 
Lawien had been short of Greene Copper; 
that he had asked Col Greene to help him; 
that the Colonel had refused, and that 
thereupon Lawsen had made & savage at- 
tack on the stock, and had succeeded in 
buying back his short sales at a good 
profit. Yesterday there was another fierce 
assault. Some brokers who had selling or- 
ders slaughtered the stock without regard 
to prices until it touched 18%. From that 
point st later rallied to 25, closing at that 
figure, three points above the previous 
day’s close. 

Mr. Lawson, in Boston, indited some 
1,200 words to Col. Greene in reply to the 
open letter. He spoke in a reproachful yet 
forgiving tone, as is indicated by the fol- 
lowing extracts: 


You say you know me. You are right, you 
do. You have said to me verbally and in writ- 
ing. “* Lawson, you are the only honest man I 
have ever met in the stock game. I want to do 
business with you, and I will do it upon your 
own terms, for I know I will get a square deal.’’ 
Repeatediy you have said this to me. My dear 
Colonel, I know you; I know you for one of the 
biggest-hearted, squarest men I have ever met, 
and notwithstanding your attack upon me this 
morning, I have the fairness to repeat it. You 
are evidently crazed from some cause, and have 
laid yourself open to be made the catspaw of 
people who have not your courage. I know if 
you had been in your right mind you would 
never have signed the document. 

You say I attempted to rob you and your 
Greene Company. You brought me your Greene 
Consolidated Company and said: * Lawson, you 
are the only man on earth whom I would trust 
with it." I took it and for five months ran it. 
and paid all its expenses to an amount of, I 
think, over $100,000. Then I had Mr. Rogers’s 
best experts examine it, and when they reported 
it was no good, I went to you like a man and 
said: *‘ return it to you, and I take my loss.”

AMALGAMATED’S PAS SEUL. 


Refuses to Break in Irregular Market 


and Closes Higher. 


The stock market was very irregular yes- 
terday. It opened with a big slump, which 
carried the prices of many stocks down to 
the low point reached last Thursday. Then 
there was a rally, and prices moved up to 
@ point which in the active stocks was 
somewhat above the close of Monday. 

Amalgamated Copper proceeded on @& 
course of its own. It did not break at the 
opening, but responded to big buying or- 
ders, and moved up ahead of the list. At 
the close it was 3% points above the low. 
After the first hour activity slackened, and 
the total transactions fell over 400,000 
shares short of those for the day before. 
On the rally the market grew dull, and, 
although 1,600,000 shares were traded in, 
there was little excitement during the after- 
noon. At the close the market was nor- 
ma:, and the traders displayed great cau- 
tion in taking any attitude. There was no 
buying for the public to speak of. 

Mr. Lawson did not permit the day to go 
by without making himself heard, but the 
Street had become somewhat used to his 
bulletins. 


CANADIAN BRIBERY SCANDAL. 


Corruption in Election of Fielding and 
Borden Alleged. 


HALIFAX, N. &., Dec. 13.—A sensation 
was created here to-day by the institution 
of legal proceedings against W. S. Field- 
ing, Finance Minister in the Dominion Cab- 
inet; Sir Frederick W. Borden, Minister of 
Militia Defense, and eight other leading 
Liberal members of Parliament from Nova 
Scotia. 

Petitions filed in the Supreme Court ask 
that the Parliamentary seats of all ten be 
declared vacant on the ground of alleged 
bribery committed by agents on their behalf 
in the general election of Nov. 3. 

In the petitions against Mr. Fielding and 
Sir Frederick Borden it is further alleged 
that the members of the Cabinet entered 
into collusion with the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway promoters by which funds were 
provided to aid the election of Liberal mem- 
bers of Parliament. 

The petitions were filed in the interest of 
the Conservative Party organization. 

The petitions against Mr. Fielding and Sir 
Frederick Borden were unexpected in view 
of the fact that they were re-elected by 
large majorities. 

The legal proceedings are believed to be 
an attempt on the part of the Conservative 
organization to obtain several members 
from this province, In the November elec- 
tion they lost every one of the eighteen 
seats. Their leader in the House of Com- 
mons, R. L. Borden, a cousin of Sir Fred- 
erick, was beaten in this county. No pro- 
ceedings have been taken, however, against 
his successful opponent. 

Few of the Liberal leaders are now in 
Halifax. Minister Fielding sailed from New 
York: yesterday on the White Star liner 
Cretic for Naples. He is accompanied by 4 
member of his family who is to receive sur- 
gical treatment at Vienna. The visit abroad 
will occupy at least a month. 

Mr. Fielding is Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s right- 
hand man, and he is regarded as a possible 
successor to the Premiership in the event 
of Sir Wilfrid’s retirement. 

According to the election laws of Canada 
the seat of a member of Parliament is de- 
clared vacant when bribery or other irregu- 
lar influence on the part of agents is 
proved, Unseated members are eligible to 
stand for re-election provided they have 
not been found guilty of corrupt practices 
personally, In cases of personal bribery 


the penalty is disqualification from voting 
or holding office for seven years. 


FOUND CRACKS IN THE MOON. 


Prof. Pickering Discusses the Discovery 
at the Lick Observatory.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 13.—The dis- 
covery by Assistant Astronomer J. D. Per- 
rine of the Lick Observatory, California, 
of a crack or rill which extends lengthwise 
on the face of the moon through the valley 
of the Alps for a distance of eighty miles 
is, according to Assistant Professor W. H. 
Pickering, Harvard’s well-known authority 
on the moon, “ old news.” 

Prof. Pickering says he observed the 
crack as early as 1902, and that he has 
discovered fully a thousand more of vary- 
ing length. 

“The cracks are caused by a contraction 
of the crust of the moon,”’ said Prof. Pick- 
ering this afternoon. ‘They are found 
almost everywhere, except in very high 
latitudes near the poles. The one men- 
tioned as just having been discovered in 
the Alp district is comparatively small, and 
for that reason more or less difficult to 
find. 

“It has no peculiar significance, how- 
ever, and I only failed to mention it in my 
reports long ago because I had already ob- 
Served so many others of greater length 
and size.’’ 

The rill observed by Mr. Perrine is in 
the nature of a crack in the moon’s 
crust, or of a dry river bed, only 
few hundred feet in width, extending 
through the centre of the valley: 
be seen only under good atmospheric con- 


ditions and when the sun is shining upon it 


at the proper angle.

| DR. WOODWARD TO HEAD 


CARNEGIE INSTITUTION 


Board of Trustees Chooses Him to 
Succeed Dr. Gilman. 


IN YEAR 


$355,071 GRANTED 


Special Appropriations Made for Trans- 
Caspian Expedition and for 
Geophysical Research. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Dr. R. 8S. Wood- 
ward, Dean of the School of ‘Pure Science 
of Columbia University, New York City, 
was to-day elected President of the Carne- 
gie Institution by the Board of Trustees. 
He will succeed Dr. D. C. Gilman, the ex- 
President of Johns Hopkins University, who 
has resigned. Dr. Woodward is well known 
as an educator and scientist, and while in 
this city was connected successively with 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey and the 
Geological Survey. 

Dr. John S§. Billings of New York and Dr. 
Charles D. Walcott, the Director of the 
Geological Survey, were re-elected members 
of the Executive Committee of the Board of 
Trustees. Dr. Woodward will not assume 
his new office until the close of the present 
university year, and perhaps not until later. 

Dr. Gilman in his letter of resignation 
gave as his reason for his action the fact 
that he had passed the age of seventy years 
and was looking forward to release from 
serious official responsibilities. He ex- 
pressed his continued interest in the devel- 
opment of the institution, which, he wrote, 
“bids fair to be a most potent factor in 
the advancement of knowledge and in the 
encouragement of scientific men.”’ 

Dr. Billings presided at t6-day’s meeting 
of the trustees. 

The Executive Committee reported on its 
work during the past fiscal year, and this 
was supplemented with explanatory state- 
ments by President Gilman and Secretary 
Walcott. The committee made 114 grants 
during the year, aggregating $355,071. 
These were to aid persons connected with 
various universities, colleges, observa- 
tories, and laboratories in all parts of the 
country. 

In addition, twenty-four research assist- 
ants were appointed and $25,000 was al- 
lotted to them. Two special grants were 
made, one for an archaeological expedition 
to the Trans-Caspian region and the other 
for geophysical research. The large proj- 
ects taken up were the establishment of 
the following: A department of experi- 
mental biology, with stations at Cold Spring 
Harbor, Long Island, and at Dry Tortugas, 
Fla.; a department of economics and so- 
ciology, a bureau of historical research, and 
a department of international research in 
terrestrial magnetism. 

Minor grants were for researches at the 
Marine Biological Laboratory at Woods 
Hole, Mass., and at Naples; anthropological 
investigations in the United States; arch- 
aeological investigations in Syria, Palestine, 
Egypt, Nubia, &c.; important astronomical 
investigations at several large observatories 
and elsewhere; for the publication of the 
“Index Medicus,’’ and for the preparation 
of a handbook of learned societies of Amer- 
ica; for the investigation of desert vegeta- 
tion; for the study of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of geology; for extended explorations 
in China, and for investigations in nutrition 
at the Middletown, Conn., Laborator 


Prof. Robert Simpson Woodward was seen 
last night at his residence, 408 West One 


Hundred and Forty-fifth Street, and an- 
nounced that he would accept the Presi- 
dency of the Carnegie tnstitution, but 
would not leave Columbia University until 
the end of the acaaemic year.. 

Prof. Woodward was born in Rochester, 
Mich., in 1849. He was graduated from the 
University of Michigan in 1872, and was 
then see Assistant Engineer of the 
United States Lake Survey, a position he 
held for ten years. In 1882 he was named 
as assistant astronomer of the 
States Transit of Venus Commission. In 
1884 he was made the astronomer and 
chief geographer of the United States Geo- 
detic Survey, and was connected with that 
department till 1893. 

Prof. Woodward is the author of numer- 
ous scientific works, including the ‘** Smith- 
sonian Geographical Tables,’ ‘‘ Higher 
Mathematics,” and many memoirs and 
papers. He was the President of the 
American Mathematical Society from 1898 
to 1900, and President of the Academy of 
Sciences from 1900 to 1902. 

Prof. Woodward is a member of the Cos- 
mos Club of Washington, the Century As- 
sociation of New York, and numerous other 
organizations of a social and scientific 
character.

The most sensational feature of the elec- 
tion is the triumphant re-election to the 
Board of Aldermen of James M. Curley of 
the Seventeenth Ward. Curley at present 
occupies a cell in the county jail, to which 
he was sentenced for two months for con- 
spiracy against the United States. A year 
ago, while his case was in the Appellate 
Court, he was re-elected, and now, after 
the brand of the convict has been placed 
upon him, he is again stamped with popu- 
lar approval. His vote is the second high- 
est on the list. Curley has carried on his 
campaign from his cell. 

The offense which he committed was 
falsely impersonating a constituent in a 
eivil service examination. The adjoining 
eell is occupied by another Seventeenth 
Ward politician, also named Curley, but not 
a relative, who was concerned in the same 
conspiracy. This other Curley, Thomas F., 
is a member of the Legislature, and was 
handsomely re-elected on the same day that 
Roosevelt won his victory over Parker. 

Elections were held to-day in nineteen 
other Massachusetts cities, the majority of 
them voting for license. 

There were surprises in Newburyport and 
Woburn, where the vote changed from no- 
license to license. The bitterest fight was 
in Cambridge, where the Democratic ticket 
was defeated by the non-partisan candidate.

PRECAUTIONS ON THE TRAIN. 


Mrs. Chadwick Says She Expected Car- 
negie to Go to Cleveland. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dec. 13.—Ex- 
traordinary ‘precautions were taken by 
United States Marshal Henkel’ before he 
left Mrs.’Chadwick in the hands of his 
Deputy Marshals at One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street, New York. All her 
baggage was overhauled and two flasks 
were taken from a bag carried by her maid 
as well as a pair of scissors. The windows 
of: her stateroom were fastened down by 
wedges. The Marshal said he had reasons 
for taking these precautions, but would not 
discuss the matter further. One or other of 
the United States Deputy Marshals who 
are escorting her to Cleveland remains 
either in her stateroom or sitting just out- 
side it with the door partly opened. 

She has a stateroom at the forward end 
of the buffet car Aida, the remainder of 
which is taken up almost completely by 
newspaper men and Federal officers. 


Why She Did Not Go Earlier. 


“T am going back to Cleveland of my 
own free will and accord to face my ac- 
cusers,” said Mrs, Chadwick to a reporter 
on thé train. ‘‘I would have returned ten 
days ago had I not been asked by my 
Cleveland counsel to stay away so that I 
would not have to testify in the prelimi- 
nary hearing against my good friends 
Beckwith and Spear. 

‘When I get to Cleveland I will make a 
fight for the securities that Mr. Reynolds 
holds and for the deed of trust. As matters 
now stand I am entirely in the dark as to

Mrs, Chadwick has received a letter from 
her stepdaughter Mary, who is with her 
father in Paris. It was written aboard the 
Kaiser Wilhelmn II. and was posted in Cher- 
bourg on Nov. 14. The letter is addressed 
‘“My Dearest Old Maid;’’ and was signed 
“Your Loving Old Maid Sister Mary.” It 
is such a letter as a daughter would write 
to her mother, and is entirely of a per- 
sonal nature. 


Appreciates Hetty Green’s Words. 


“TI appreciate,” added Mrs. Chadwick, 


’ “the statement of Mrs. Hetty Green. She 


stated my feelings in this affair even bet- 
ter than I could do myself, and she evi- 
dently realized that I am what I am—an 


innocent woman. 
“It is an acknowledged fact that I have 


raised more than $1,000,000, and if I had

Mrs. Chadwick retired at 10:30 o’clock 
and said she was worn out. She complained 
of her surroundings at the Tombs and said 
she had not slept over an hour a night 
while there. As she retired she turned to 
the reporters and said significantly:

MAY HAVE MONEY HIDDEN. 


Cleveland . Prosecutor Believes Mrs. 


Chadwick “‘ Planted’ Some. 
Special to The New York Times. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 13.—County 
Prosecutor Keeler is of the opinion that 
Mrs. Chadwick has money or jewels 
*“*plented’’ somewhere. He said his inves- 
tigations led him to believe that not all the 
vast amounts that she borrowed from indi- 
viduals and financial institutions had been 
spent. Part of Keeler’s questions in the 
Grand Jury room are aimed at discovering 
where she may have hidden what she saved 
from the financial wreck, if she did save 

anything. 

Receiver Herbert W. Bell will pounce 
upon any property of Mrs. Chadwick that 
may be unearthed. 

“A woman as wise as Mrs. Chadwick,” 
said he, ‘“‘ would be likely to put away a 
snug part of the money she obtained. She 
must have known that some day she would 
be caught, I have not been able to dis- 
cover that there is any property hidden, 
but if I learn of any I have the right to 
seize it for the benefit of creditors.” 

Chief of Police Kohler and a detail of 
fifty policemen will be at the Union Sta- 
tion to-morrow morning to meet Mrs. Chad- 


wick. It is believed there will be fully 10,- 
000 persons in and around the station when 
the train arrives. A carriage will. be in 
waiting at the entrance, and she will be 
taken’ to the county jail. There ‘she will 
remain, as the guest of Sheriff Barry,. until 
the Federal Grand Jury wants her as a 
ewitness.”’ This Grand Jury meets. to-mor- 
row, and may send for the woman at once. 

‘The Federal authorities are. anxious to 
know what she has to tell about the Car- 
negie paper, which she has claimed to be 
genuine and which Dr. Chadwick, in a 
“message from Paris, says is Rood as far as 
he knows. ’ , 

The State Attorneys ‘will take’ no steps 
to serve the warrants on Mrs, Chadwick 
until the Federal authorities have had time 
{to decide on a plan of action. If the woman 
should secure bail on the Federal warrant 
she will be arrested again ‘by the county 
officers at the instigation of Prosecutor 
Keeler on the three indictments now pend- 
ing in the county courts. Both Federal and 
county officials are determined that she 
shall not gain her freedom until the whole 
affair has been thoroughly sifted. 

Receiver Nathan Loeser, who was ap- 
pointed oP the United States District Court 
to take charge of the estate of Mrs. Chad- 
wick, attempted to-night to take posses- 
sion of Mrs. Chadwick’s home-on Euclid 
Avenue. The property has been in charge 
of a custodian for the Elyria Bank of 
Elyria, Ohio, and he refused to admit Mr, 
Loeser, pending -instructions from the 
bank’s counsel. The receiver departed and 
reported the result of. his mission to 
United States Marshal Chandler, who said 
that he would force open the doors of the 
Chadwick house to-morrow should.such a 
 prveenaenys ad be necessary .to place.

The county Grand Jury to-day resumed 
its investigation of the Chadwick affair, 
but returned no indictment. Prosecutor 
Keeler announced, however, that the ap-

the jury to give evidence of the woman's 
transactions had materially strengthened 
the case against her. It is understood that 
an.indictment relating to the uttering and 
forging of the five-million-dollar note on 
deposit in the Wade Park Bank, which 
was the principal matter considered by the 
investigating body to-day, has been drafted.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 13.~—F. N. Hoff- 
stot, President of the Pressed Steel Car 
Company, through’ a representative, denied 
to-day reports that the Pressed Steel Car 
Company had been instrumental in loaning 
money to Mrs. C. L. Chadwick. The denial 
was as follows: 

*““None’ of the concerns in which Mr. 
Hoffstot is interested has loaned Mrs.

He then asked his 
wife to gét him the checkbook, and she 
told him that it was out in the other room, 
and he left the room where Mrs. Chadwick 
and myself were sitting, and in a few min- 
utes returned with two checks, which read 
as follows:

Pay to the order of C. L. Beckwith, or order,

Penalties of Mutilation for Those Who 
Reveal its Secrets Detailed Be- 
fore Senate Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—In the Smoot 


inquiry to-day, two members of the Fac- 
ulty of the Brigham Young University tes- 
tified that they have sustained poiyzamous 
relations since the manifesto of 1890, and 
a teacher in the asserted 
that the Mcrmon religion 
taught in such schools.

Josiah Hickman, a professor in Brigham 
University, testified that he was 
married first in 1884 and again in 1890.

Arthur Morning, a teacher In the public 
schools of Utah, said that he had been 
called on to conduct religion classes in h'‘s 
school of twenty pupils. He read letters 
from the Box Elder Stake Presidency in- 
structing him how to outline the Mormon 
class work. One letter was dated about a 
year ago and another in September, 1904. 
Mr. Tayler offered in evidence passages 
from the books on Mormonism sent to all 
grades of the schools. They were largely 
composed of sketches of the lives of promi- 
nent.Mormons, among them Senator Smoot. 
Senator Hopkins asked Mr. Tayler what he 
expected to prove by that. 

“ We are proving,’ said Mr. Tayler, “ that 
the Mormon Church is teaching its religion 
at public expense, and that the lessons are 
largely composed of biographies of men 
who are notoriously polygamists.” 

There were numerous striking evidences 
of the power of the Mormon Church upon 
the consciences of its members in the oc- 
the Senate committee. 
most impressive was the testimony of 
David Eccles in foreswearing her hus- 
1. Mrs. Eccles passes under the name 
of Geddes, which was the name of her 
first husband, who she said died thirteen 
years ago, but she is generally known in 
Utah as the fifth wife of David Eccles, a 
lumber dealers and one of the capitalists 
}iominent in various business enterprises 
of the Mormon Church. 

Her youngest child was, she testified, five 
and a half years old. She was asked to 
give the name of her second husband. “I 
liave never had a second husband,”’ she re- 
plied. 

She was asked who was the father of her 
youngest child and refuse dto answer the 
question. “Is his name Eccles?" was 
asked. 

“It is not,’”’ said Mrs. 

J. H. Wallace, Sr., a 
irom Sait Lake, Utah, testified that he 
had three wives, but not more than one 
ata time. He married his present wife in 
the Temple. Explaining the marriages in 
the Temple, he said it was necessary to 
take the Endowment before marriage. 

Mr. Wallis said he had a distinct recol- 
lection of the ceremonies within the Temple, 
end could describe them just as they took 
place.

Another obligation was one that “ we 
would never cease to importune high heaven 
to avenge the blood of the prophets upon 
the nations of the earth, or-.the. inhabi- 
tants of the earth, I don't just remember 
which,”’ said the witness. 

Mr. Wallis told the committee that he had 
always considered the obligations in the 
light of a joke and that he thought many 
others had considered them in the same 
way.

CITY LIABLE FOR EXPLOSION. 


Final Decision as to Election Night Hor- 
ror of 1902. 


By a decision of the Court of Appeals 
yesterday, reversing the dismissal of the 
complaint and granting a new trial in the 
case of Salomon Landau against the City 
of New York, the city is held liable for the 
fireworks explosion in Madison Square on 
election night, 1902, when eighteen persons 
were killed and nearly 200 injured. 

The Landau suit was a test case brought 
to determine the liability of the city for 
the explosion in question. 
the son of Salomon Landau, was one of 
those killed, and Alfred and Charles Steck- 
ler were retained by the elder Landau to 
bring an acticn against the city to recover 
damages 

The suit first came to trial in the Supreme 
Court before Justice Truax and a jury, and 
it was set up by the plaintiff's counsel that 
the city was liable for having granted per- 
mission for the display by virtue of an 
ordinance passed by the Board of Alder- 
men and approved by Mayor Low on Oct. 
27, 1902. 

Justice Truax sustained this contention 
and instructed the jury to render a verdict 
in the plaintiff's favor, which they did. The 
city then appealed the casé and succeeded 
in getting a reversal of judgment in the 
Appellate Division, which held that the ciiy 
was not Hable. The Stecklers then tried 
the case again before Justice Davis, who 
directed the dismissal of the complaint. 
From this the plaintiff's lawyers appealed 
to the Appellate Division, which sustained 
the dismissal again, holding that the city 
was not liable. 

Thereupon the case was taken to the 
Court of Appeals, before whicii the piain- 
iff’s counsel argued on Noy. 22 last tha: 
the city was blameworthy for permitting 
the display, which was characterized as a 
public nuisance. 

The claims which have been fiied witn 
the Controller by persons injured and the 
relatives of those killed by the explosion 
ameunt to $1,719,290.

Advisory Health Board Condemns 
the Rock Roadbed. 





DANGSty NOT GREAT NOW 


But It Will Come Later, It Is Declared— 
An Exhaustive Report Is in 


Preparation. 


Subway air was the point of discussion 
at a meeting of the Advisory Board of the 
Health Department yesterday afternoon. 
Those present were Commissioner Darling- 
ton, Dr. Edward C. Janeway, who was 
Chairman; Dr. Bates, Dr. Francis P. Kinni- 
cut, Dr. Abraham Jacobi, Dr. L. Emmett 
Holt, Dr. Henry P. Loomis, Dr. John A. 
McCorkle, Dr. T. Mitchell Prudden, Dr. J. 
Winters Brannan, and Dr. Simon Baruch. 

Dr. Jacobi said after the meeting: 

“The general public have a mistaken idea 
of the faults of the Subway. There is no 
lack of oxygen in the Subway, for there 
is plenty of it there. 

‘“*The members of the Advisory Board of 
the Health Department have gone through 
the Subway many times for the purpose of 
examining the air, and this was discussed 
at the meeting. We are making a report of 
the conditions, and in a few weeks it will 
be made public. This report is being made 
by the Advisory Board and also by the 
chemists of the Health Department. 

“The consensus of opinion of the mem- 
bers of the Advisory Board is that there 
must be a new floor in the Subway. It 
must be changed. The floor or roadway 
was made wrong. 

** The floor should have been made smooth 
so that it could have been swept and thus 
kept clean. The floor is at present made of 
broken stone, and this was the greatest 
mistake that was made. It impossible 
to keep this clean when cigars and cigar- 
ettes are thrown into the roadbed. Men 
also spit on the roadbed, and this of course 
is extremely bad for the air. It adds great 
impurities. 

“There will be without any doubt more 
impure air in the Subway in the Summer 
than in the Winter, but the public,’ I think, 
need feel no alarm at present. The condi- ! 
tions at the present time in the Subway | 
are no worse than on crowded elevated | 
trains, in large halls, or even surface cars ¢ 
when filled with passengers. Il mean by 
this that the air is no more impure. It 
certainly will be worse in Summer unless | 
changes are made in the Subway. . i 

“The report which is being made by the 
Advisory Board and the chemists of the 
Health Department will be very long and 
will be to the point. The report will be ; 
complete in every detail, and will give the 
comparisons of the air in the Subway, in | 
the elevated trains, surface cars,’and halls. 
We have prepared tables which will show | 
just what the air in those places contains . 
how much oxygen there is, and, in fact, a ; 
very complete analysis. 

‘There is one thing that can be said now 
and with great emphasis, and that is the | 
roadbed must be changed, the present !

Sphinx Club Imports Some Orators to 
Discuss Question. 


The Sphinx Club dined last night at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, and entertained itself 
post-prandially with a debate as to the 
merits and demerits of advertising in gen- 
eral and the Subway branch of that pro- 
fession in particular. As most of the mem- 
bers are advertising men, the trend of opin- 
ion was rather one-sided, so special speak- 
ers were imported to bolster up the anti- 
Subway advertising contention. 

Edward Hagaman Hall, Secretary of the 
American Scenic and Historic Preservation 
Society, led off with a distourse on 
“Abuses of Outdoor Advertising,” and 
argued in favor of a_ restriction of that 
branch of advertising which offends per- 
sons out of doors. 

“The people have a right to object to 
what they don’t like,”. he said, *‘and I be- 
lieve it to be a general rule that the adver- 
tising which is forced upon your attention 
is a nuisance and should be restrained. 
We should object, I am sure, if a man 
flavored the city water supply with an 
extract of vanilla in order to advertise his 
wares. 

“This outdoor advertising 
beyond all limits. It hangs over us in 
kites from the heavens above. We now 
have it in the earth beneath, and I have no 
doubt but that when the East River tunnel 
is completed we shall have this advertising 
in the waters under the earth.”’

down to deliver.*‘A Red Hot Dissertation 
on Subway Advértising.’”” Mr. Ward’s firm 
is the lessee of the Subway advertising, and 
he introduced his dissertation by saying 
that he didn’t care particularly to taik 
about his own private business.

‘POSTAL DISMISSALS HIT 


AT POLITICS IN SERVICE 


Presidents Keller and Cunningham, 
Carrier Chiefs, Removed. 


CHARGES OF CONGRESSMEN 


Roosevelt Approves Postmaster Gen- 
eral’s Step to Stop Attempts to 
Influence Legislation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. — Postmaster 
General Wynne to-day announced at the 
Cabinet meeting the dismissal from the 
service of President J. C. Keller of the Na- 
tional Association of Letter Carriers, and 
President Frank Cunningham of the Na- 
tional Association of Rural Free Delivery 
Carriers. Cunningham submitted his resig- 
mation yesterday,,;but the department de- 
clined te accept it. 

President Roosevelt approved the action 
taken, and the Administration thus takes 
its first official step toward breaking up 
the system by which the organized postal 
employes have been holding up Congress- 
men to secure increases in salaries. 

Cunningham was complained of by Con- 
gressman Overstreet, Chairman of the 
House Post Office Committee, who alleged 
zhat Cunningham and his association had 
tried to defeat Overstreet for re-election 
because he would not support the bill in- 
creasing the pay of rural carriers. It was 
reported at the same time that the rural 
carriers were working for the defeat of all 
Congressmen who would not support that 
bili. Overstreet, as the Chairman, bore ihe 
brunt of the attack. 

Keller is alleged to have headed the move- 
ment of the letter carriers for the defeat of 
Overstreet’s predecessor in the Chairman- 
ship, Mr. Loud of California, who declares 
that he was beaten because he would not 
submit to the demands of the city letter 
carriers. 

Keller’s dismissal is made on thé ground 
of absence without leave. He was away 
from the Cleveland Post Office, to which 
he is attached, on business of the associa- 
tion of which he is the head. 

On Dec. 5 Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow notified Keller by letter 
that he was absent from his post in Cleve- 
land without leave, and directed him to re- 
port at once to the Postmaster at Cleveland 
for duty. The following day he wrote Mr. 
Bristow that “it will be impossible for me 
to comply with your order at this time.” 

Cunningham is dismissed for ‘‘ continued 
absence without leave,” for “ pernicious 
political activity,” and for violating the 
order of the department relative to carriers 
mixing in politics. 

The action taken to-day foreshadows the 
policy of the Administration and is expected 
to strike terror into the postal organiza- 
tions. No mercy will be shown those who 
carry on the hold-up policy in the future. 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General Bris- 
tow said to-day: 

“Tf I find a carrier contributing a dollar 
to the defeat or election of any candidate 
for Congress or for any political purpose I 
will fire him at once. If I hear of a carrier 
contributing anything to a fund to main- 
tain lobbyists I will discharge him.”’ 

This last reference was called out by the 
statement that Cunningham had wanted to 
resign from the service, saying that the 
contributions for the association would 
enable him to live in Washington. He is an 
Omaha man. 

Keller’s attitude toward the department 
has been so defiant as to indicate that he 
did not care whether he was dismissed or 
not, and it is thought possible that he. like 
Cunningham, expected to continue in busi- 
mess as an agent of the association. Mr. 
Bristow's announcement is therefore a 
warning to carriers of what will happen if 
they contribute to the maintenance of 
either. 

Circular letters were sent to Congress- 
men in an effort to secure pledges. These 
letters, it is stated, were signed by Secre- 
tary Tumber, who also is a rural carrier, at 
Lockport. N. Y., and his case is under in- 
vestigation.

An unusually large number of members 
of the Automobile Club of America was 
before City Magistrate Leroy B. Crane last 
night. They were not there as offenders 
before the law, making excuses for excess- 
ive speeding, but as interested listeners to 
what the Judge had to say to them on obey- 
ing the law and winning the confidence of 


the public. 
“Just as I was leaving home,” remarked 
the Judge, “‘ my little girl asked me where 


I was going?”’ 

“To the Automobile Club,” I replied. 

“* Give it to ’em, papa; give it to ’em 

That made the automobilists who were as- 
sembled in their rooms at the corner of 
Fifth Avenue and Fifty-eighth Street, 
smile, but the Judge was equal to the oc- 
casion, and he did give it to them. 

“You must obey the law,” began Magis- 
trate Crane without any waste of words. 
““There are some automobilists who don’t 
think: they need to obey the law. They 
place themselves superior to it, carrying 
the idea that they are above the law and 
the consideration of the public. You all 
have to suffer for those men. But it need 
not be so. You have men‘of wealth, influ- 
ence, and ability in your club, and you can 


get anything you want from the Legislat- 
ure if you go about it in the right way. 

“The automobile laws are too ambiguous, 
Show the public that you mean to obey the 
law and that you mean to have every one 
who uses a motor car live within the 
provisions of the law and this feeling of the 
public, of the poorer classes, I might say, ° 
against you. will vanish. 

“The poor people of New York are the 
ones who make the laws. Just as soon as 
they see you are in earnest their enmity 
will cease. The penalties. are not heavy 
enough. Get a law imposing a fine of $50 
for the first offense; $100 and ten days in 
prison for the second offense, and $200 and 
thirty days in prison for the third offense. 
You can have all the fun you want with 
your machines just as soon as you show the 
public that you are the mén who are going 
to set the example of righteousness and 
abiding within the law. 

**T assume that every man wants to obey 
the law. But it is in cases such as the one 
leaving that poor farmer <4 the Pelham 
roadside to die after being hit by an auto- 
mobile and the apparent superiority to the 
law as shown by Mr. E.R. Thomas a 
short time ago that create the hostile spirit 
against you. “Your clib offered $100 for 
the detection of the persons responsible for 
injuring that poor farmer: That isn’t 
enough. There are men here who could 
give $1,000 and not feel itr™It would all 
come back to you-in the respect of the 
public.” 

“Three times in my life I have been 
nearly run over. Fortunately I dodged in 
the nick of time, but generally got a laugh; 
not that I was not run over, but at my 
ciose escape. Yes, I go home every night 
wondering whether one of my children has 
been run over by an automobile or not. 

“Let me also make two suggestions in 
closing. Don’t allow your drivers to drink 
any liquor while managing your machine. 
A drunken man is bad enough driving any 
vehicle, but much worse when in an automo- 
bile, as some recent accidents have shown 
in a tragic manner. And I would not allow 
my driver to take out my machine for any 
purpose unless he first gets the permission 
of the owner. Have these men organized, 
and don’t eliow any but sober, honest men 
among them.” 

* “That's right,’’ exclaimed several mem- 
bers in unison as the Judge offered these 
suggestions. . 

A general discussion followed, several 
members expressing their views. President 
Morris and ex-Presidents Winthrop B. Scar- 
ritt and Albert R. Shattuck being among 
the speakers.

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UNGARIAN DEPUTIES 
WRECK THE CHAMBER 


Smash Platform and Furniture and 
Drive Away Guards. 


PREMIER HANGED IN EFFIGY 


Opening of Parliament Prevented — It 
May Take Place To-day Under 
Protection of Bayonets.

BUDAPEST, Dec. 13.—In the hemicycle 


of the Hungarian Chamber lies a heap of 
débris composed of red-cushioned Min- 
isterial chairs, portions of the Presiden- 
tial tribune, what is left of the Presi- 
dential and Secretarial chairs, broken 
fragments of Deputies’ benches, with 4 
few ordinary Austrian bent-wood chairs 
thrown in. 

This shapeless pile of quondam legis- 
lative furniture is the result of a scene 
of disorder quite unparalleled in the an- 
nals of European Parliaments. At the 


same time it is a symbol, and, like most 
symbols, has conflicting interpretations. 

Francis Kossuth, the leader of the 
United Opposition, explained it this 
morning as “the symbol of the political 
majority of the Magyars, who, after as- 
serting their rights, refrain from excess.” 

Count Albert Apponyi, the real chief 
of the Opposition, interpreted it as “a 
sign of the importance attached to the 
continuity of legal right in Hungary.” 

An experienced observer of Liberal pro- 
clivities, who watched a Clerical Dep- 
uty, Mgr. Molnar, in cassock’ and violet 
sash, climb to the top of the heap and 
seat himself comfortably on the bottom 
of the Premier’s upturned armchair, ex- 
claimed: ‘‘ The Clericals sit in triumph 
upon the ruins of the Magyar Parlia- 
ment.” 

Count Tisza, the Premier, who ap- 
peared for three minutes in the Chamber 
and surveyed the scene with a puzzied 
shake of. the head, has not made known 
his interpretation of the symbol. Prob- 
ably he is reserving himself for to-mor- 
row. 

It is impossible to forecast the develop- 
ments of the situation. The Opposition 
gained a temporary success to-day by 
preventing the opening of the session and 
by driving from the hall the parlilamen- 
tary police whom Count Tisza created at 
an ill-advised moment, but the effect of 
this exploit should be destroyed by the 
subsequent shameful excesses. 

The Premier, in a conference of the 
Liberals, announced his determination to 
continue on the course deliberately cho- 
sen. and declared that to-day's events 
ceculd only. strengthen the conviction in 
the country that parliarnentary reform 
was indispensable. He added that he 
would not fail at the right moment io 
appeal to the country. In the mean- 
while the party must stand firm and de- 
fend the cause with zeal. 

From the attitude of the chief mem- 
bers of the Opposition it is evident that 
they are reckoning upon the effect of to- 
day’s tumult in the highest quarters and 
are hoping that further disturbances 
may bring upon Count Tisza royal dis- 
pleasure. .How far they have reason for 
such hope it is impossible to say, but 
everything points to the conclusion that 
the Crown fully recognizes the vast im- 
portance of Count Tisza’s policy, not 
only for Hungary but for the dual mon- 
archy as a great power.

BUDAPEST, Dec. 13.—Hoping to attract 
the sympathy of the populace, the members 
of the Opposition in the House of Deputies 
met at their club early this morning, and at 
9 o’clock, headed by’ Count Apponyi, ex- 
Premier Banffy, Francis Kossuth,. Count 
Zichy, and other leaders, marched. in pro- 
cession in a drizzling rain to the Parlia- 
ment Building 

The Deputies approached the’ plat- 
form and a severe fight with the guards en- 
sued. The Deputies. fought their way to 
the platform, tore it to pieces, scattered the 
débris over the House, tore to atoms the 
codes of law on the President's table, and 
smashed the tables and: chairs. 

The broken pieces of furniture were seized 
by the Deputies, who, thus armed, attacked 
the guards, and after a brief fight drove 
them from the House. The desks were then 
torn down and the interior of the House 
yas practically completely wrecked. 

Seven of the guards were injured before 
they fled from the Chamber. 

Having piled the débris in the middle of 
the Chamber, the rioters crowned their 
work of destruction by erecting a model of 
a gallows from broken benches, from which 
an effigy of Premier Tisza was hanged, 
the Deputies standing around amid the 
wreckage, smoking cigarettes or pipes, 
while a crowd of reporters with cameras 
were busy securing pictures of the scene.

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BY EXECUTIVE ORDER. 

The dismissal from the Federal serv- 
ice by the Postmaster General of Frank 
H, CunninecHam, Président of the Na- 
tional] Association of Rural Carriers, and 
James C. KELLER, President of the Na- 
tional Association of Letter Carriers, 
vaises at once questions which involve 
the rights of Government employés and 
the scope of the Executive authority. 
CUNNINGHAM and KELLER are dismissed 
upon charges proved by investigation of 
insubordination, of being absent from 
duty without leave, and of disobeying 
the President’s order of Jan. 31, 1902, 
prohibiting individual or organized at- 
tempts of employés of the Government 
to influence or solicit Congressional ac- 
tion to increase their pay. It appears 
that CUNNINGHAM absented himself from 
his post in South Omaha without leave 
during the month of October and spent 
his time in sécuring from candidates for 
Congress viedges of support for the bill 
increasing the pay of rural carriers. 
KELLER not only bestirred himself dur- 
ing the campaign in securing similar 
pledges in behalf of the letter carriers, 
but disobeyed the Assistant Postmaster 
General’s express order that he return 
to his post of duty in Cleveland. 

Insubordination and absence without 
leave seem to be clearly enough proved 
in the cases of CUNNINGHAM and KEL- 
LER. There cannot be the slightest 
doubt, either, that they openly violated 
the President’s order of Jan. 31, 1902. 
That order forbade 

* * *°All Government officers and em- 
ployés,’ either directly or indirectly, indi- 
vidually or through associations, to solicit 
an increase of pay, or to influence, or at- 
tempt to influence, In their own interest 
any other legislation whatever, either be- 
fore Congress or its committees, or in any 
way, save *hrough the heads of the depart- 
ments, in or under which they serve, on 
penalty of dismissal from the Government 
service. 

If it be admitted that the President 
has lawful authority to issue such an 
order, it at once becomes apparent that 
a Federal employé is divested of cer- 
tain rights which other wage-earners in 
this country possess and exercise. The 
employés of a corporation, of firms, and 
of individuals, may not only demand 
higher wages of their employers, but 
they may and do, in the case of munici- 
pal corporations, at least, seek to pro- 
cure legislation establishing higher 
wage rates. They are free also to in- 
fluence public opinion by a considera- 
ble variety of methods, some of them 
not of an agreeable and hardly of a 
peaceful nature. The President prohib- 
its a resort to any of these methods by 
employés of the Government. They are 
restricted to a prayer, application, or 
request to the head of the department 
in which they have taken service. If 
they try by any other means to secure 
an increase of pay, they render them- 
selves Hable to dismissal. 

Letter carriers and other Federal serv- 
ants cannot, of course, be permitted to 
leave their wark undone while they gad 
about pledging Congressmen to vote 
them more pay. When they unite to- 
gether to defeat a Congressman who re- 
fuses so to pledge himself they commit 
a erime against decency and against the 
spirit of our institutions. But that the 
President or anybody eise should forbid 
them “individually” te ask their Con- 
gressman, or any Congressman, to in- 
troduce or to vote for a bill establish- 
ing 2 higher rate of pay in their branch 
of the service, at once raises the ques- 
tion whether by hiring out to the Gov- 
ernment a man forfefts any of those 
rights of the citizen commonly consid- 
ered inalienable. It is only since the 
issue of this order, we suppose, that any 
citizen of the United States has ever 
made hiniself liable to pains and penal- 
ties by merely asking a Congressman to 
vote for a bill. It may prove that in the 
order of Jan, 31, 1902, the President has 
somewhat overstepped the limits of the 
Executive authority. 


MRS. CHADWICK AS A BORROWER. 

The harsh judgment on the easy 
complaisance of the bankers who sup- 
plied Mrs. CHapwick with money on 
shadowy security which would not mate- 
rialige when it was expected to do so 
must be tempéred by more kindly con- 
sideration when her performances in loan 
négotiation are considered as a whole: 
Professional money lenders are doubt- 
less fore or less influenced by seénti- 
meént, and perhaps by superstition. Those 
whd @re not money lenders at all but 
whose Whole training has been in lines 
calculated to make them wary of@nsist- 
ent borrowers were apparently aeasily 
made tributary to her meeds as were the 
gmall country bankers on the lookout 


which there was a profit to be made. 

Ex-District Attorney Oxcorr is a case 
in point. Here we have a man familiar 
with every device of fraud and crime, 
who is under the necessity of confessing 
himself a “lamb” when those who have 
been prosecuted by him believed him a 
veritable lion. The statement by Mrs. 
CHADWICK, “in her slow, impressive 
manner,” that she was “a very rich 
woman” impressed him profoundly, and 
even the transparent subterfuges by 
which his demand to see the “ securi- 
ties’ held in trust for her was evaded 
and finally denied did not open his eyes 
for fifteen days to the fact that he was 
being drawn into a confidence game. 
Meanwhile he loaned her $1,500. 

This may be regarded as the triumph 
of Mrs. CHADWICK’s financial genius. 
We do not know that under ordinary 
conditions Mr, Oucort is a difficult per- 
son to borrow from; but it is so evident 
that the conditions of his employment as 
her counsel should have made him so in 
this instance that one finds it impossible 
to resist the conclusion that Mrs. CHapD- 
WICK is a very remarkable if not a very 
rich woman. That the experience should 
have been. worth $1,500 to Mr. Otcorr 
had he lost it can scarcely be doubted. 
We do not recall that Mr. RusspLu SAGE 
has yet been mentioned in connection 
with the Chadwick scheme, but such 
mention would not be more surprising 
than the known facts. 


MR. WILLIAMS REACTIONARY. 


It is peculiarly unfortunate that Mr. 
WituiamMs of Mississippi, the Democrat- 
ic leader in the House of Representa- 
tives, should take the present time, when 
his party is badly discredited, for pro- 
claiming his belief in some sort of “ in- 
fluence at work to displace Government- 
provided money by bank-provided money 
in order to enable the banks to make a 
profit.” 

We venture to say that absolutely no 
influence of the kind is being exerted 
for any such motive. The notion is an 
inheritance from the old greenback and 
free silver craze. We wish to treat Mr. 
WiLLiaMs with all due respect, but the 
announcement and support of this no- 
tion at this time indicate a curious and 
inexcusable ignorance of facts as they 
are and of the experience of this coun- 
try for many decades, to say nothing of 
the experience of gther lands from the 
very dawn of commercial exchange. 
The basis of the notion is that money 
may be provided for the people by the 
Government without cost which is safe 
and good money, and that money pro- 
vided by the banks, from which they 
make a profit, is an extortion, and this 
is a double error, arising largely from 
confusion as to the two kinds of money 
used in business. Except within very 
narrow limits, no money can be pro- 
vided by the Government that is safe 
and good except gold coin and gold cer- 
tificates. These obviously cannot be 
provided without cost; no individual can 
get them at less than the face value of 
the gold. The United States notes and 
the silver dollars and certificates are for 
the present safe at their par value be- 
cause they can be converted into gold at 
the will of the holder. They are not 
surely and permanently safe because 
such conversion may become impracti- 
cable. 

The money provided by the banks is 
not money in the sense that gold coin 
and certificates are, but it serves the 
same purpose as long as it can be con- 
verted into gold at discretion, as at pres- 
ent it can. It is really only promises to 
pay gold, and all its value depends on 
the certainty with which these promises 
are kept. The banks are able to make 
a profit from its issue because their 
capital and their integrity, under the 
conditions of issue imposed by law, are 
sufficient to make the users of their 
notes believe that they will surely be 
paid. Their profit is in direct propor- 
tion to the need of such forms of money, 
and so long as redemption is entirely 
secure they may be left to issue as 
many as they can lend at the current 
rate of interest. No one is hurt by it, 
and multitudes are benefited by it. The 
advantage of such currency over that 
issued by the Government is that the 
supply is measured by the demand and 
varies with it, as the issues of the Gov- 
ernment cannot and do not. 

For a man in Mr. WILLIAMs’s position 
to encourage the idea that there is such 
a thing as Government-provided cur- 
rency which costs the users of it less 
than sound bank currency is foolish and 
mischievous. 


FOR A SIXTH AVENUE SUBWAY. 


The offer of Mr. McApoo’s New Jersey 
Company to construct and operate with- 
out cost to the city a subway under 
Sixth Avenue from Tenth Street to 
Thirty-fourth Street will be considered 
again by the Rapid Transit Commission 
this week. Chief Engineer Parsons of 
the Commission, it is known, has made 
a report favorable to the undertaking. 
It is reasonable to expect that the Com- 
mission will be hospitable, inasmuch as 
the terms of the offer and Mr. Parsons’s 
report dispose of any objection that 
might be raised on the ground that the 
building of the New Jersey tunnel would 
interfere with the extension of the city’s 
Subway system. 

Discussion of the subject has failed to 
elicit any adverse argument of weight 
and substance. From the point of view 
of public interest and convenience the 
argument indeed is all on one side. The 
tunnel would be used by millions of 
persons’ annually. Many of them come 
from New Jersey to their employments 
in New York, and return at night; other 
multitudes come upon occasions of busi- 
nes# or pleasure, for shopping, for the 
theatres, for social reasons, which with 


greater or less frequency and regularity 
call them to the great city. The con- 
struction of a tunnel under the North 
River, prolonged up Sixth Avenue, would 
deliver a very great part of these daily 
legions of visitors just where they want 
to go. 

Whether they come as workers or for 
other purposes, their coming swells the 
daily volume of business transacted in 
this city. It would be well worth while 
for the city to provide for their use fa- 
cilities of travel at once speedy and con- 
venient. But here is a private company 
that offers to do at its own cost what 
the city would ultimately have to do at 
public cost. It will be difficult, it will 
doubtless prove to be impossible, to 
show any good reason why the city 
should not accept the offer of Mr. Mc- 
Apoo’s company and promote the execu- 
tion of the work by every reasonable en- 
couragement, 

Besides, the people and the Govern- 
ment of the city must take thought about 
the future. As Tue Times pointed out 
the other day, the very great liking of 
the public for the present Subway brings 
clearly into view the probability that the 
elevated railroads will in time be re- 
moved from the streets, the traffic which 
they now bear being transferred to un- 
derground routes. The coming of this 
condition was foreseen by Mayor HrEw- 
ITT, who in his message to the Board of 
Aldermen in 1888 said: 


Several of the leading avenues of the 
town: are occupied by elevated railway 
structures. They are found to be indispen- 
sable at this time for the wants of the 
public. If at some future time better means 
of transportation should be found, there 
can be no doubt that these companies could 
be required to adopt it, or, if it should be- 
come necessary, they could be compelled 
to remove their structures from the streets 
altogether. The question of indemnity and 
compensation would be one for the courts 
to settle, but there can be no doubt what- 
ever that if in the course of progress and 
of invention the community should require a 
better means of transport than devised, it 
would be justified and have the undoubted 
power to make the change thus required. 

These were words of prophecy inspired 
by enlightened business and civic fore- 
sight. They have come true already. 
We not only require but have found a 
better means of passenger transportation 
than the elevated roads afford. Their 
day is past. It is doubtless upon Sixth 
Avenue that the transition from the old 
to the new, involving the disappearance 


of the old, will be first observed. 


THE LEGAL STATUS OF THE BOY- 
CoTT. ( 

Gradually the decisions'of the courts 
are giving us a body of law defining 
more clearly than ever before the rela- 
tions growing out of the new conditions 
created by Organized labor. The latest 
decision of this character of which we 
have record was handed down a few 
days ago by Judge Hesparp of the Su- 
preme Court of California, in which the 
legal aspects of a boycott are thus pre- 
sented: 

To proclaim a business, or the proprietors 
thereof, unfair in this manner is as infa- 
mous as to proclaim before a private dwell- 
ing that the*inmates thereof are prostitutes. 
The acts complained of are breaches of 
peace, and it is safe to say that if met by 
personal violence on the part of the boy- 
cotted, did he so elect, instead of appealing 
to law, he would be justified by a jury. It 
is the opinion of the court that no one may 
promenade before a place of business of 
any other person bearing signs, placards, 
or printed notices of any kind reflecting on 
the honesty or integrity or fairness of the 
business or the proprietors. 

This would seem to be an obvious con- 
clusion, although the suggestion that 
the person wronged would have been 
held excusable had he resisted the boy- 
cott. with violence is perhaps somewhat 
dangerous doctrine to proclaim from the 
bench of an appellate court. From a 
New York Police Magistrate talk of this 
sort might be expected.

EMBARRASSING COPYRIGHT. 

We should say that the Committee on 
Patents of the Senate would do well to 
examine with a good deal of care the 
operation of House bill 13,355, now be- 
fore them. The bill was passed by the 
House of Representatives on the last 
day, we believe, of the session. Its ob- 
ject is to amend the copyright laws with 
reference to foreign books. In addition 
to the requirements of the statute as it 
now stands, the following provision is 
enacted: 

And provided further, That accompany- 
ing the two copies of the book, photo, 
chromo, or lithograph required to be deliy- 
ered or deposited, as herein provided, there 
shall be an affidavit under the official seal 
of any officer authorized to administer 
oaths within the United States, duly made 
by the pérson desiring the said copyright 
or by his duly authorized agent or repre- 
sentative residing in the United States, set- 
ting forth that the two copies required to 
be so deposited have been printed from 
type set within the limits of the United 
States or from plates made therefrom or 
from negatives or drawings on stone made 
within the limits of the United States or 
from transfers made therefrom; and the 
place within the limits of the United States 
at which such type was set, or plates or 
negatives were made, and by whom. 

We can see but one interpretation of 
this provision, which is that every pub- 
lisher seeking a copyright under the 
law, who has fully complied with all the 
requirements of the law, shall make and 
file an affidavit that he has done so. It 
would seem that if he has not complied 
with the law, the punishment for his 
earelessness or for his willful omission 
is ample, for his claim to copyright is 
thereby invalidated, and he has not a 
particle of protection against infringe- 
ment. Indeed, if he were to undertake 
to sue any one infringing his copyright 
he would have to prove affirmatively 
that the minutest detail of the law had 
been observed. Why then should he be 
required to swear to this fact in ad- 
vanee of the issue of the copyright? 
There are somewhere from 70,000 to 
100,000 applications for copyright to 
which this amendment would apply. 
Apart from the waste of time and trouble

and money involved in making fhat num- 
ber of affidavits, which would fall on the 
applicants, these documents would have 
to be filed and preserved in the Library 
of Congress at considerable cost to the 
Government and with the useless occu- 
pation of needed room. 

Again, it is provided in the amend- 
ment that any person violating “any 
provision of the act” shall be liable to a 
fine of $1,000. Doubtless this was in- 
tended to apply only to a false affi- 
davit, but it does apply to any, even the 
slightest clerical, departure from the let- 
ter of the law. The penalty is out of all 
proportion to the possible offense, to say 
nothing of the fact that loss of copyright 
is already the punishment of real viola- 
tion of the law. No one can have the 
slightest desire to screen any violation 
of the copyright law, if any is attempted. 
We do not know of any, nor see any prof- 
it in such violation, nor think that it 
could escape detection. We do not see 
the advantage to the public in making a 
law which is already strict needlessly 
harassing and expensive to those acting 
under it by making them file a hundred 
thousand affidavits that they have done 
what it is to their own interest to do in 
any case. 

THE IMPERIAL TEMPO. 

The interest shown in Berlin in Lzon- 
CAVALLO’s new opera of “Roland” is 
not likely to be lessened by the fact 
that the dress rehearsal was conduct- 
ed by his Imperial Majesty, the Em- 
peror, It is quite conceivable that 
the composer would prefer his own tem- 
po to that of the Emperor, and may 
even have views of his own as to ex- 
pression, However, the advantage of 
an imperial interpretation of his music 
is worth more than the gratification of 
a preference for his own interpretation. 
Besides, when it comes to public per- 
formances he can probably have both 
tempo and expression pretty much as he 
wants them. 

That the Emperor is a remarkably 
versatile young man has been before 
remarked. If it be true that he falls 
Short of the ultimate in some things, 
the average is maintained by the fact 
that he goes far and away beyond the 
ultimate in others. Perhaps the musi- 
cians think him a great painter, and 
the painters are convineed that he is 
a genius in music. This, however, is 
the experience of most extremely versa- 
tile persons. They have a great deal 
more fun in life than the specialists, 
and perhaps this is compensatory for 
any lack of thoroughness in their prep- 
aration for what they do. That the 
German Emperor enjoys his excursions 
into the realm of art, music, 4nechanics, 
and chemistry much better than he en- 
joys the more serious cares of state is 
quite probable. It would doubtless be lése 
majesté to call him amusing, but to 
say that he is entertaining would not 
be disrespectful to one who certainly 
tries to be. 


“TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Many people must have noticed, but 
nobody seems hitherto to have noted, the 
curious fact that the Subway has estab- 
lished, for the first time in the history of 
the city’s transportation facilities, some- 
thing that approaches the drawing of a sex 
discrimination in public places. On the 
existing surface and elévated lines, as was 
the case on all those of the past, the pas- 
sengers include at least as many women as 
men, and during not a few hours of the 
day the women are appreciably mofe nu- 
merous. It is different in the Subway. 
There the ratio of men to women is at least 
that of four to one, both day and night. 
Of course, the Subway is as comifortable 
and convenient for women as for men, and 
there is nothing if the conditions or the 
company a woman encounters’ there that 
raises, as between the various routes, the 
question of propriety, but neverthéless the 
Subway is distinctivély the man’s line, and, 
though the number of women that travel in 
it is absolutely large, relatively it is small. 
Some reasons for this peculiarity are easily 
found, Nothing like as many women as 
men travel regularly down town and up 
every day, and for the women to whom the 
journey is not a mere getting to work and 
back again it is to some degree a sight- 
seeing tour. The street scénes are interest- 
ing to all for whom exactly the same street 
scenes have not been daily presented year 
after year, and naturally to the woman to 
whom “ going down town "’ is something of 
an event, even though it be a small and 
frequent one, the Subway is not attractive. 
She is not in any particular hurry, and is not 
only willing but pleased to add a few min- 
utes to her journeys for the sake of seeing 
the things visible from the surface and ele- 
vated cars—things that aré entirely con- 
cealed from the Subway traveler, who has 
only dim glimpses between flitting posts 
into gloomy emptiness to distract his atten- 
tion from his paper. These considerations 
are of especial weight with the women from 
the suburbs. A single trip in the Subway is 
usually enough to satisfy their’ curiosity 
about it, and after that they gladly return 
to their accustomed and thoroughly enjoyed 
progressions amid the urban activities that 
very properly attract and reward their at- 
tention. And perhaps the unpopularity of 
the Subway among women is in some part 
due to the circumstance that though it is 
not a painfully noisy place, yet it is just 


enough more noisy than the elevated road 


and the surface cars to make conyersation a 
rather difficult task. But whatever the 
reasons, the fact that the men have almost 
a monopoly of the Subway is an unintended 
and unexpected merit of the new line, not 
because New York men are women haters 
or shun association with women at any 
time, but because this yoluntary separation 
of the sexes during these moments of travel 
is really the drawing of a long-needed line 
between the people in a hurry or desirous 
only of getting from one place to another 
as quickly as pgssible and those who are 
quite content to linger a little along the 
way. When the two classes are together, 
each annoys the other more or less, while 
apart both can be happy. 


——To a good many laymen quite the most 
interesting of the many interesting passages 
in the speech made on Monday before the 
Nassau Presbytery by Dr. Samuz. T. Can- 
TER must have been that In which, after 
eloquent condemnation of certain stern arti- 
cles in the Westminster Confession, he said: 
“There is something deeply pathetic in the 
sad, patient look of the common people who 
fear that those dreadful things may be 
true, becatise their leaders have never said 
that they were faise.”” Now, the doctor 
was speaking with deep seriousness of mat- 
ters to which everybody ascribes much im- 
portance of one sort or another, and of 
course the very possibility of being humor- 
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leaders, the clergy, to remove their fear 
that “ those dreadful things may be true,” 
is certainly in humorous contrast with the 
facts as seen from other standpoints than 
the pulpit and the pastor’s study. For the 
common people, if that phrase means a 
very large majority of all the people, have 
not waited, sadly and patiently or other- 
wise, but long &go reached, even if they did 
not formulate, much the same conclusion 
concerning “those dreadful things’’ that 
Dr. CARTER now |announces, and, if general 
observation is to be trusted, it is the men 
whom he calls leaders that are just catch- 
ing up with the procession in which the 
common péople are moving very calmly 
along. 


—pParis has tried on a fairly extendive 
scale and with highly satisfactory results 
the experiment of moving its mail matter 
about the city bétween main and branch 
Post Offices in big vans propelled by elec- 
trie motors instead of by horses. These 
vehicles carry much more than those they 
replaced, and they move so much more 
rapidly that the hours for distributing and 
collecting mail can be arranged in better 
accord with pubjic convenience, The new 
system is of special advantage for reach- 
ing the outlying posts. The speed within 
the city is about fifteen miles an hour, 
which exceeds the contract speed consid- 
erably. At present the postal service of 
Paris uses 600 horses. The fifteen auto- 
mobiles which are now running will sup- 
press forty horses to begin with, as they 
replace twenty of the old cars out of the 
125 which were used. The authorities think 
that the new cars will give an economy in 
money as well as in time, since the cost 
of keeping city horses is large. City horses, 
however, cost much more than their 
“ keep,’’ and much indirect profit should 
be credited to any device that decreases 
their numbers. Street cleaning becomes a 
task comparatively easy when horses are 
banished, and that of protecting the pub- 
lic health is vastly facilitated by their ab- 
sence. New York was never proud of its 
mail wagon horses, and would be delighted 
to bid them all a grateful farewell. 


—-For after-dinner speeches when Jap- 
anese Princes are among the guests of 
honor, it is all very well to speak enthu- 
siastically of a dynasty that runs back in 
an unbroken line for 2,600 years, but it is 
not quite necessary to rehearse this pleas- 
ing tale with as much seriousness as Gen. 
Wooprorp showed in doing it at the ban- 
quet of the Asiatic Association, and when 
he referred to the “blood” of the found- 
ers of the Japanese Empire as still cours- 
ing in human veins he really should have 
winked just once, In a country where no 
distinction is made between adoption and 
parentage, assertions about “blood” 
should be made with extreme caution— 
when the hearers are Occidentals—and the 
era when Japanese history became distin- 
guishable from folk and fairy lore is some- 
thing less than 2,600 years back in the past, 
According to Japanese ideas, their present 
Hmperor is a direct descendant of the an- 
cient gods, and the nation has had but one 
dynasty. The West has several doubts on 
both those points, simply because its def- 
initions aré so different. 


Unsatisfactory Church Music.

Small Articles Needed for a Holiday 
Bazaar to Aid in Industrial School. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

Yotr editorial of this morning calls atten- 
tion to the logical results of our National 
attitude toward our natural wards—the de- 
scendants of our own Southern slaves.

While that famous island whereon Colum- 
bus first made landing and on which he es- 
tablished the first settlement of the new 
world is about the centre of the Bahama 
Archipelago. Added to all, “Quaint old 
Nassau,” the charming capital city, is the 
favorite wintering ground of numbers of 
our citizens. Hence, any change for the 
better in the social and business conditions 
of the islands cannot fail to be of interest to 
us. In short, our congratulations are due 
all classes of Bahamans on the rapid and 
orderly progress of their campaign, whose 
immediate object is the founding of a Nor- 
mal and Industrial School for the masses. 
Their first appeal for outside aid comes 
through the President of the Board of 
Trustees. It is this—and at Christmastide 
its pathos must be keenly felt—that in aid 
of a holiday bazaar, which the Women’s 
Auxiliaries plan to hold, small articles, 
fancy and useful, be kindly sent them by 
generous sympathizers of the North.

TH . SIXTH AVENUE SUBWAY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THe Timms’s editorial this morning rela- 
tive to the ultimate removal of the elevated 
railway structures from the streets and also 
referring to the desirability of a subway 
along the line of Sixth Avenue is most op- 
portune, Sixth Avenue, from Tenth Street 
to Thirty-fourth Street, is now one of the 
thost congested parts of the city. To per- 
mit under a perpetual franchise the con- 
struction of a stub end of the New Jersey 
trolléy subway through it, terminating at 
Thirty-fourth Street, would in our judg- 
ment increase the congestion and undoubt- 
edly interfere later on with the dévelop- 
mént of a comprehensive system of sub- 
ways for Manhattan. 

Long Island and New Jersey transverse 
linés in crossing Manhattan should be made 
to servé the transit needs of all the north 
and south avenues, and should not termi- 
nate in any one of them, least of all in one 
so congested as is Sixth Avenue at the 
presént time. Public convenience in this 
regard will be better served by adequate 
transfer arrangements at street and avenue 
intersections, than by right angle turns, and 

believe in the long run the interests of 

6 Néw Jersey and Long Island corpora- 
tions will also be better served if they are 
now forced to conform to the natural and 
inevitable conditions which govern Manhat- 
tan traffic. As An alternative they will be 
compelled to do so later on at great incon- 
venlénce and expense, both to themselves 
and 30 thé city, which is growing less and 
iéss tolerant each year of exclusive private 
control ; 

In our judgment the city’s interest and 
the local Sixth Avenue interest will be con- 
served by the construction of a double deck 
streét along the congested part of the ave- 
nuein othér words, by an arcade admit- 
ting of a four-track subway through the 
centre, with direct subway entrances to 
the stores along the entire line.

CONSUMPTION RESEARCH. 


Boviné and Human Bacilll Found to be 
Distinct. 


From The London Telegraph. 

BERLIN, Nov. 25.—The Imperial Commission 
of consumption experts appointed by the German 
Government some time ago to investigate the re- 
lations between bovine and human tuberculosis 
bacilli held an important meeting to-day at the 
Imperial Health Department. Dr. Weber, one of 
the most eminent members of the commission, 
feported on the work which that boiy has al- 
réaily done. The result of the investigations so 
far is to show that bovine and human bacilli are 
absdlutely distinct biologically from on® another. 
The one néver develops or changes into the other. 

So: far the commission has examined ths bodies 
of fifty-six persons who died from tuberculosis. 
In fifty cases only human bacilli could be dis- 
covered. In six cases, however, the bovine 
bacillus Was found. Three of these cases were 
young children, and the surmise is permissible 
that they received the bacillus from the milk of 
a& diseased cow. Two other cases which Dr. 
Webér regards as most important are those 
where the corpses showed bovine bacilli in the 
glands and human bacilli in all other portions of 
the body. These were distinct cases of double in- 
fection. Another most important case is one of 
lung tuberculosis, where in the diseased ‘lung 
both bovine and human bacilli were associated. 

Thé con¢lusion of the commission, in general 
terms, is that tuberculosis in human beings is 
caused by the human bacillus, but that it be- 
hooves us to be caréful and to use all prescribed 
measures to secure ourselves against infection 
from bovine bacillus. 


GERMAN MILITARISM. 


Public Attention Centered on an Out- 
rageous Idea of Soldier’s Duty. 


From The London Chronicle. 

BERLIN, Nov. 26,—An unsually scandalous 
cage of military justige fills public attention here. 
Some days ago, at Dessau, two private soldiers, 
named Guenther and Voigt, were convicted of 
insubordination to a Sergeant named Heine, and 
d#enténcéd to five years’ penal servitude and ex- 
bulsion from the army. 

Heine met the soldiers In a dancing saloon. 
He was drunk and insulted some girl friends of 
Guenther. He was asked to apologize. Instead 
of apologizing, he unsheathed his sword and 
wildly struck out on all sides. Voigt and Guen- 
ther disarined him, and in the struggle he fell, 
and while on the floor he injured another girl. 
These are the facts. 

At thé trial counsel engaged for the prisoners 
pleaded that his clients acted only in self-de- 
fense. He was sharply reminded by the prosecu- 
tio that no such defénse could be considered; 
that {t was the duty of the two soldiers to allow 
thethsel¥es to tie killed by Heine rather than 
raiso a hand against him. That Heine was sen- 
tenced to thiee months’ imprisonment only puts 
the ctown om the entire scandalous procedure. 
Jeeling bets runs high at this travesty of justice,

LINERS GO A-BULGE 
WITH CHRISTMAS MAIL 


You’d Think Santa Claus Had 
Chartered Them All. 


PILES OF IT WAITING YET 


2,300 Sacks and 35,000 Packages on the 
Kaiser—Men at the Foreign 
Office Swamped. 


With 2,811 sacks of ordinary mail and 
85.190 registered packages stored away in 
the compartments reserved for the Amerti- 
.can and European mails, the North German 
‘Lioya Mner Kaiser Wilhelm Il. sailed for 
Bremen, Germany, via Plymouth, England, 
and Cherbourg, France, at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. Much of the ordinary 
mail and practically all of the registered 
packages contained Christmas presents. 

If the big liner had not got away right 
on time she would have carried much more 
Christmas mail. 

Superintendent McKelvey of the Foreign 
Mail Station at the foot of Morton Street 
said that the mail was coming in upon him 
at the rate of 50,000 letters-and 5,000 regis- 
tered parcels an hour. It is fully as heavy 
as last year’s, apparently. 

To-day the great European Christmas 
mail will go. The White Star liner Ocean- 
ic, for Liverpool, via Queenstown, ac- 
cording to the outlook yesterday, will take 
away to-day over 3,000 sacks of ordinary 
mail and anywhere between Pee. and 
75,000 registered parcels. This ndous 
consignment is destined for every nook and 
corner of Great Britain and the Continent. 
The Oceanic will be the last vessel leaving 
New York that is due on the other side in 
time to permit the delivery of Christmas 
mail to the furthermost ends of Burop6, 
and the foreign mail officials regard 
her as the real and logical Christmas ship 
of 1904 The fast French liner La Lor- 
raine, sailing to-morrow, will also carry a 
big mail, especially for France, and the 
countries south of France 

A big Christmas mail was sent off last 
Saturday by the Cunarder Etruria and the 
Atlantic Transport liner Minnehaha, these 
vessels carrying between them 3,085 sacks 
of ordinary and 55,107 registered packages, 
an increase over the corresponding day of 
1908 of 914 sacks and 6,671 registered pack- 
ages, 

Yesterday the Morton Street office, as far 
as appearances went, was the busiest place 
in New York. That the men employed there 
are the hardest worked in the mail service 
this week. there is hardly a doubt. Compe- 
tent extra help there is impossible to ob- 
tain. Down there the clerks have to be ex- 
perts on topography, and a greenhorn would 
be a source of confusion rather than as- 
sistance. The outcome of it is that the 
regular force has to work overtime,

“KAISER’S OPERA” A SUCCESS. 


Emperor Bought Nearly Every Seat for 
Premiere of Leoncavallo’s Work. 


BERLIN, Dec. 13.—The stage of the 
Royal Opera House was piled with wreaths 
of laurel as Ruggiero Leoncavallo was re- 
called for the last time to-night after the 
production of “‘ Der Roland von Berlin.” 
Emperor William stood up in his box and 
the brilliant audience cried “ Bravo!”

The 
libretto is highly praised for its dramatic 
value, but the music in places is charac- 
terized as reminiscent of oncavallo’s ear- 
lier operas, with suggestions of Meyerbeer.

AT THE KNEISEL CONCERT 


First Production of Work by F. S. 
Converse of Harvard. 


ADELE AUS DER OHE, PIANIST 


Played Piano Part of Schumann’s Quar- 
tet from Memory—Harmonized Well 
with the Stringed Instruments. 


The third concert of the Kneisel Quartet, 
given last evening in Mendelssohn Hall, 
afforded a keen artistic pleasure to the 
large audience that always greets this ad- 
mirable organization. Mr, Kneisel’s pro- 
gramme contained, as so many of his pro- 
grammes do, a new composition, one by a 
young American composer. He conceives 
it a part of his function to foster the newer 
developments in the art of chamber music 
by giving new works a hearing, and he has 
shown in the past a hospitable attitude to- 
ward the works of Americans.

Converse, now an 
instructor of music in Harvard, whose mu- 
sical training was given him partly there, 
by the veteran J. K. Paine, and then by 
Rheimberger, in Munich, that nursery of 
American fledglings. 

It is Mr. Converse’s second quartet, and 
shows a remarkable dexterity in the man- 
agement of a form in which young com- 
posers, especially in these days of orches- 
tral sonorities and strivings for big effects, 
are ill at ease. He has been uncommonly 
successful in writing for the four instru- 
ments and in finding in them a full and suf- 
ficient expression of his ideas. It is a true 
quartet and suggests no uneasy seeking for 
effects not obtainabl@in a quartet. It is 
well balanced, and the part writing is flu- 
ent and free. As for its specifically musical 
value, it is not a great work nor a pro- 
foundly moving one.’ It makes its appeal 
through natural and unforced expression 
and a certain spontaneity and its unfailing 
euphony. 

Mr. Converse has not been afraid to 
write naturally and un@ffectedly, and has 
not strained for the appearance of origi- 
nality. He has contented himself with three 
movements. The first with a slow introduc- 
tion, seems somewhat fragmentary in its 
deyelopment, though its themes are plastic 
and well contrived. The adagio is digni- 
fied and well sustained; the last movement 
is the least significant of the three, though 
its freshness and geniality make a quick 
appeal. The quartet was appreciatively 
listened to, and evidently gave pleasure. 

In Miss Adele Aus der Ohe Mr. Kneisel 
has obtained an ensemble player who, 
though a virtuoso, is able and willing to 
join her artistic individuality with that of 
her companions in the performance of the 
music she undertakes, and to be but one 
factor with them in its interpretation. She 
evidently views the task of an ensemble 
player very seriously, and she played her 
part in Schumann’s piano quartet fram 
memory—a procedure that has its disadvan- 
tages as well as its advantages, but that 
certainly results in a greater freedom and 
flexibility. 

The performance of the entrancing music 
—music of Schumann’s most poetic and in- 
timate inspiration—was one of the most de- 
lightful pieces of ensemble playing that 
could be imagined. Miss Aus der Ohe’s 
tone joined beautifully with those of the 
strings, and it was colored and varied in 

uality and subtly adjusted in its propor- 

ons to the proper effect of the whole. 

The quartet was paves with joyous and 
elastic spirit, with the true lyric note that 
ought to dominate it, with flashing brillian- 
cy in the scherzo, with warmth and poetic 
charm in the andante. The close was made 
with Haydn’s D major quartet, Op. 76, No. 
5—music which the exquisite purity of style 
of Mr. Kneisel and his associates raises to 
its highest power of beauty. 


MISS DE ROHAN’S CONCERT. 

Miss Marie de Rohan, prima donna so- 
prano, made her first appearance in New 
York last evening in a concert with the 
New York Symphony Orchestra, conducted 
by Mr. Walter Damrosch, in Carnegie Hall. 
Miss de Rohan attempted a wide range of 
music, including some of the most exacting 
that exists—the great soprano aria from 
Mozart's “‘ Magic Flute,” the mad scene 
from Donizetti's “‘ Lucia di Lammermoor,” 


and songs by Brahms, Liszt, and Schu- 
mann. 

She has a voice of striking natural quali- 
ties, large and of uncommon carrying pow- 
ers, and emitted with spontaneity and free- 
dom. In the lower range it has no little 
color and body; but in the higher it seemed 
last evening disposed to take on a thin and 
acidutous quality. She has much to learn, 
however, as to the management of it both 
in such elaborate fioriture as come into 
the music with the flute from “ Lucia,’’ 
and in the sustained and expressive phrases 
of songs. It is a voice pleasant to hear be- 
cause of the excellences bestowed upon it 
by nature; but the hearing arouses regrets 
that it is not more fully and properly con- 


trolled by art. 
There was a large audience present, who 
bestowed applause without discrimination 


but in abundance.

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A NEW PHOTOGRAPH SOCIETY. 


First Exhibition of the American Photo- 
graphic Salon. 


There is the Camera Club of New York 
and there is the organization of the Photo- 
Secession, but amateur photographers exist 
in such abundance that a third society has 
been formed to appease photographers of 
the upper part of Manhattan. It bears the 
formidable title of Metropolitan Camera 
Club, and boasts that it “occupies 6,000 
sq. feet of space in a modern office build- 
ing in the centre of«the residence district 
of the city.” It is this society under whose 
auspices the First American Photographic 
Salon makes its bow with an exhibit of 
somewhat less than 400. Noble four hun- 
dred! An idea of the popularity of kodaks 
and the general thirst for the privilege of 


exhibiting works of art wrought by the 
patient camera may be obtained from the 
statement in the “ Greeting! ” that nearly 
10,000 frames were entered! 

To sift this mighty mass, twenty-one 
—. led by Mr. La Farge, devoted 

ours which might have been spent in 
sweet excursions on canvas with the brush;

(State not given,) and one other at large— 
for the “Salon Club of America” has no 
definite local habitation, though it is or- 
ganized to “‘ encourage Photographic salons 
and other exhibitions of an artistic charac- 
ter at home and peread apes request.”’ 
Furthermore, the Salon Club of America 
promises to “encourage pictorial photog- 
raphy ’’—as if that were needed—“ promote 
good fellowship among those devoted there- 
to, co-operate with new and rising talent, 
and provide a new field without prejudice 
to photographic pictorialists.” 

For a new field new terms are required, 
and “* protogragnic pictorialist’’ exactly 
fills the void. Anybody can be a photog- 
rapher who possesses a kodak; but must aT 
not require a long training and a large con- 
sumption of ee and gray matter to be- 
come a photographic pictorialist? 

The Chairman of the Salon Club is Mr. 
Curtis Bell of New York, and he is also 
President of the Metropolitan Camera Club 
and Chairman of the Hanging Committee 
of the First American P. After a pro- 
lcnged ey: A of the catalogue one feels a 
certain satisfaction in at last touching 
earth at No, 125 West One Hundred and 
First Street, Manhattan, where one finds 
Mr. 8. C. Bullenkamp, the Secretary of the 
above-mentioned combination of clubs anu 
societies, and learns that its title is Ameri- 
can Federation of Photographic Societies, 

If lofty promises and magnificent orga- 
ization can put genius into the camera this 
ought to be an epoch-making salon. 

Photographs for this exhibition have come 
from far and wide. About one-fifth of the 
exhibitors are foreign—Canadians, Belgians, 
Scotsmen, English, French, Germans, Ital- 
fans, Russians, and Danes. Although the 
exhibition opens in New York, it is to be 
sent about to many other cities, and the 
local color is therefore not too aggressive. 
In fact, the interesting pieces, when discov- 
ered, rarely turn out to be from this city, 
which seems to have turned a deaf ear to 
the lively fanfaronades that have preceded 
the opening of the First American Photo- 
graphic Salon. Mr. F. Holland Day of Bos- 
ton is not in the catalogue among the num- 
bered photo phs, but has an advertise- 
ment page all to himself. His prints are a 
welcome change from the ordina rank 
and file of the show, notably the shadowy 
nun in her cell and the “master of the 
hounds.” 

Pictorial are the men and fishing boats, 
“Au Port,” by Ferdinand Leys of Brus- 
sels; ‘‘ After the Rain,’ by C. A. Bietzel of 
Copenhagen; “In Mission Channel,” by BH. 
N. Sewall, and “In Marin County,” by 
Oscar Maurer of San Francisco; ‘ Winter 
and Hard Times,” by Rudolf Eckemeyer of 
New York, “ Traumerei,” by Walter Zim- 
merman of Philadelphia. 

Messrs. Haweis and Coles of Paris have 
some good portraits of the sculptors Meu- 
nier and Rodin, together with views of the 
“Orpheus” and the “ Penseur’’ .y the 
latter, the stasue recently bought by pub- 
lic subscription. Their “Toilette of Ga- 
brielle”’ is like the chapter in the Natural 
History of Ireland on snakes—‘ There are 
no snakes in Ireland.”” The beauty of Ga- 
brielle’'s toilet consists in its absence. A. 
H. Stoiber of Paris has a pleasing “‘ Venice 
on the Horizon,” and ictor Stouffs of 
Brusséls a good bit from Bruges. A dozen 
landscapes, with and without figures, by 
the late H. P. Robinson of Redhill, Eng- 
land; four delightful pieces by Carl Rau of 
La Crosse, Wis.; six Italian figure pieces, 
townscapes and nocturnes, by Alfredo Or- 
nano of Genoa, fourteen photographs of a 
good sort by Rudolf Duhrkoop of Hamburg, 
** Meditation,” by Mrs. J. E. Bennett of 
New Yor “Woodland Mist” and “ Fog 
Clearing Away,” by Curtis Bell of New 
York, and ten sendings by Osborne L. Yel- 
lott of Towson, Md., will reward examina- 
tion. On the whole, however, it must be 
said that the exhibition looks rather com- 
monplace when one remembers the mys- 
terious and emotional show of the Photo- 
Secession wherein Messrs. Steichen, Stie- 
glitz, and their comrades of both sexes let 
themselves loose, to the great joy of the 
initiated.

National League Likely to Vote To- 
day to Play Americans. 


PITCHER MAY BE PUT BACK 


Championship Awarded to New York 
Club an Interesting Ceremony— 
Pulliam Re-elected President. 


Judging by the deliberations of the dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of the National 
League at the Hotel Victoria yesterday, 
measures will be taken to provide for more 
friendly relations with the American 
League in the shape of a post-season series 
Of games between the winners of the re- 
spective championships ‘and to avoid as 
much as possible a conflict of dates. There 
seems to be a unanimity of opinion among 
the delegates, said Manager Hanlon of the 
Brooklyn Club, that the winning teams of 
the National and American League cham- 
pionships should meet, and he is pretty 
confident that to-day the delegates will 
vote for a world’s series in the Fall. Han- 
lon also believes that the foul strike rule 
will remain, but as a means to improve 
the batting the pitcher may be placed in 
the centre of the diamond. 

At the meeting yesterday all the clubs 
were represented with the excption of St. 
Louis. Th absence of Frank De Haas 
Robison, the popular President of that 
club, was caused by illness in his family. 
Those who responded to the call of the roll 
by President H. C. Pulliam were: Boston— 
A. H. Soden and William Conant; Brook- 
lyn—Charles H. Ebbets and Edward Han- 
lon; Chicago—James A. Hart; Cincinnati— 
August Herrmann, Julius Fleischmann and 
Max Fleischmann; New York—John T. 
Brush and Fred Knowles: Philadelphia— 
William Shettsline and D. Le Roy Reeves; 
Pittsburg—Barney Dreyfuss and W. H. 
Locke. 

After the credentials of William Shetts- 
line bad been presented and the President 
of reconstructed Philadelphia admitted, the 
report of the Board of Directors, which 
contained the report of the President anc. 
Treasurer, G. C. Pulliam, was approved, 
Ex-President ‘‘ Nick’ Young’s final report 
on the reduction of the circuit from twelve 
to eight clubs several years ago, showed 
that the éntire debt resulting from the re- 
duction, amounting to $12,000, had been 
paid, and as an evidence of appreciation for 
his labors in the matter a vote of thanks 
was tendered to him as well as a donation 
of a substantial money present. 

In President Pulliam’s report it was 
shown that the championship season of 
1904 was the greatest in point of attendance 
in-the history of the National League. The 
total paid admissions reached the rather 
surprising amount of $1,932,000. 

The awarding of the championship pen- 
nant to the New York Club was an open 
ceremony, and was participated in by both 
delegates and quite a number of players, 
who were in the hotel during the progress 
of the meeting. President Pulliam spoke 
briefly in awarding the pennant, the first 
won by a New York club since 1889, and 
President Brush aceepted the pennant on 
behalf of the champions.

There was a crowd of 100 brokers at least 
around the Steel post. Some one had sold 
25,000 shares of Steel preferred in London 
five minutes before the opening here at 84, 
and it was to be expected that that price 
would be reflected here. ‘The opening quo- 
tations were from 85% to 8444—at least, that 
is what the brokers in the crowd say it was.

$50,000,000 ATCHISON BONDS. 


Convertible Issue to be Devoted to Ex-

The Directors of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé announced yesterday that 
after consultation with large stockholders

RAND SPRINGS SURPRISE 
IN NAN PATTERSON CASE 


Would Prove the Morgan Smiths 
Plotted to Wrong Young. 


LAWYER SAID TO BE INVOLVED 


Judge Excuses Jury to Hear Argument 
on New Line of Evidence — Pawn- 
broker Fails to Identify Defendant. 


Assistant District Attorney Rand, who is 
conducting the prosecution of Nan Patter- 
son, threw a bombshell into the camp of 
the defense yesterday afternoon, when he 
laid bare the theory of the State as to the 
murder of Caesar Young. This step ;fol- 
lowed an attempt to prove that J. Morgan 
Smith, brother-in-law. of the defendant, had 
fled from the jurisdiction of the court. 
Abraham Levy, leading counsel for Miss 
Patterson, contended that Smith had been 
in nO way connected with the case, and 
that any evidence regarding his movements 
therefore was incompetent and irrelevant. 

While Police Captain Sweeney was on the 
stand, Mr. Rand tried to prove by the Cap- 
tain that Smith was a fugitive from justice. 
The Assistant District Attorney asked 
whether a bench warrant had been issued 
for Smith's arrest, and whether he had not 
been subpoenaed as a witness before the 
Grand Jury. Before the questions could be 
answered Mr. Levy objected. 

Justice Vernon M. Davis excused the jury 
and announced that he was ready to hear 
argument. 

“The inquiry ‘as to the motives which 
actuated J. Morgan Smith in leaving New 
York,” said Mr. Rand, “is perfectly com- 
petent. Evidence has been introduced to 
show that: Smith and his wife were with 
the defendant, engaged in earnest conver- 
sation, before she met Caesar Young on‘the 
night preceding the murder. It has been 
testified that Smith thrust the defendant 
into a cab, insisting that she must perform 
some: act which she protested against. 

‘I expect to prove that the killing of 
Young was the result of a conspiracy be- 
tween J. Morgan Smith,‘this defendant, and 
Smith. I do not pretend for one mo- 
ment to say that they meant to take 
Young's life. What I do mean to say is 
that they conspired to wrong him. As a 
matter of fact, when Smith learned that 
Young had been killed he turned a ghastly 
green. He was the most surprised man in 
New York. 

‘I propose to show that J. Morgan 
Smith, on the same day that the discovery 
relative to the purchase of the pistol was 
made, left New York so suddenly that the 
father of this prisoner had to take him his 
clothes. J propose to show that the coun- 
sel for Nan Patterson connived in the flight 
of Smith. When’ I say that counsel for 
Miss Patterson connived in his escape, I 
do not mean to say that Mr. Levy took any 
part in the affair.”’ 

“Thank you!” interjected Mr. Levy. 

‘Smith did not rean that murder should 
be done,” continued Mr. Rand. ‘ Though 
he was a conspirator he had not conspired 
to have Young slain. But it was as a result 
of the conspiracy which was entered into 
that Young was slain. ‘It is certain that 
Smith and his wife are material witnesses, 
and that, with the connivance of the de- 
fendant, her counsel and her father, they 
have fled to parts unknown. I think I am 
entitled to show these facts and why the 
State ‘s unable to produce them as wit- 
nesses,”’ 

Mr. Unger, asscciate counsel for the de- 
fense, said the new and startling disclos- 
ures of the Assistant District Attorney had 
taken nin wholly by surprise. He con- 
tended. however, that the whole issue was 
collateral, and that the introduction of 
evidence concerning the actions of others 
was not admissible at the trial of his client, 
who was specifically charged with the 
commission of a specific crime. It was re- 
called’ py those in court that Mr. Rand 
last week called Daniel J. O'Reilly to the 
stand and asked him whether he knew 
Smith and Smith's wife. 

When court had adjourned, neither Mr. 
Rand nor Mr. Levy were willing to discuss 
the sudden shift which had been taken. 
“IT have no comment to make,” said the 
leading counsel for the prosecutiou. ‘ My 
Statement in open court speaks for itself.” 
Levy was equally non-committal. 

Justice Davis announced that he would 
say, when court is convened this morning, 
whether inquiry into the absence of Smith 
was admirsible, 

The first witness placed on the stand 
yesterday was Dr. Ernest J. Lederle, ex- 
Health Commissioner and an expert on 
gunshot wounds. He said he had examined 
the pieces of skin taken from Young's 
finger, and was unable to say whether or 
not the black stains thereon were caused 
by gunpower. 

Police Surgeon Charles Phelps testified 
that from the examination of the wound 
made by him, Young was killed by a shot 
fired from the direction of left to right. 
The muzzle of the pistol was from four to 
five inches from_his body when the fatal 
shot was fired. He was cross-examined at 
length by Mr. Levy, and several of the 
jurors, including Juror Yeandale, took a 
hand in the cross-examination. 

Hyman Stern, the pawnbroker who sold 
the pistol from_which the fatal shot was 
fired, followed Dr. Phelps, and recalled the 
sale of the pistol, but could give no ade- 
quate description of the parties who made 
the purchase. A man, who was accom- 
panied by a woman, he said, bought the 
pistol on the evening of June 3, but he paid 


little attention to them. He could ~ not 
identify the defendant as the woman. 


LANTRY STARTS HIS CASE. 


Has Reporter Arrested for Alleged Libel 
—Mr. Jerome’s Comment. 


After waiting about the District Attor- 
ney’s office for two days to be arrested, 
a reporter for an evening newspaper was 
taken into custody yesterday on a war- 
rant charging him with criminal libel. 
He was later paroled. In the complaint, 
which was sworn to by Commissioner 
of Corrections Francis J. Lantry, it is 
alleged that Mr. Cutler on Dec. 6, with 
criminal intent and maliciously caused to be 
published a story to the effect that Mr. 
Lantry had allowed prisoners from the 
workhouse on Blackwell's Island to come to 
New York to vote, giving them a week off. 

The complaint of Commissioner Lantry 
was supported by affidavits by Warden 
Frank W. Fox of the workhouse and 
Charles E,. Sherman, James J. Farrell, and 
William J. Stenson, keepers, as well as by 


John Cosgrove, the prisoner who was men- 
tioned in the article. 

District Attorney Jerome was in court 
when Mr. Cutler was arraigned, and said 
that he had ordered the action brought in 
order to give Mr. Lantry an opportunity to 
come into court and prove that the allega- 
tions against him were false. 


STAY FOR WEINSEIMER.

NO EXEMPTION CLAUSE 
IN NEW TUNNEL BILLS 


Counsel for Transit Commission 
Think Taxation Advisable. 


NO OPERATION LIMIT SET 


City to Fix the Period as It Pleases— 
Separate Bill Prepared for Sub- 
way Pipe Galleries. 


When the Rapid Transit Commissioners 
meet on Thursday of this week they will re- 
ceive the report of Albert B. Boardman and 
George L. Rives, counsel for the commis- 
fon, who have been at work for some 
weeks preparing rapid transit bills for in- 
troduction in the Legislature at its coming 
session. 

The principal measure which the counsel 
for the commission have drawn up provides 
for the wiping out of the tax-exemption 
clause in all future rapid transit contracts. 
In the contracs let to date the subways 
have been exempt from all taxation for mu- 
nicipal purposes. This was deemed advisa- 
ble because of the conditions which led up 
to the making of the first contract, but it 
is believed that the conditions have changed 
since that time and that the imposition of 
taxes on subways when completed will in 
no way affect the willingness of traction 
interests to bid on the contracts. Another 
change provided for will eliminate the pres- 
ent requirement that a successful subway 
contract bidder shall be obliged to put up 
$1,000,000 in cash with the city to guarantee 
features of the contract. That was regarded 
as proper for the original contract, but it 
is believed it would be a prohibitive clause 
in the bidding of small contractors for 
smaller extensions. Instead, the new bill 
provides that successful bidders make a 
graduated deposit of not less than 10 per 
cent. of the amount of the contract. 

A third change of importance which is 
provided for will eliminate the clause that 
fixes thirty-five years as the minimum 
period during which the. constructors of a 
subway must agree to operate it. Under 
the proposed jaw, the city would have the 
power to fix the period of operating as it 
sees fit, or,to wipe it out entirely if de- 
sirable. The bill would not in any way 
affect the operating clause in the c. ntracts 
for the subways already built or under way, 

In addition to the above bill, the counsel 
for the commission have prepared 2 sep- 
arate measure providing for the cons'ruc- 
tion of pipe galleries in all future sub- 
ways. This provision was put into a sepa- 
rate bill, for the reason that the opposi- 
tion of the gas and electric light com- 
punies will probably be directed against 
it, as was the case last year, and the coun- 
sel for the commission fear that were this 
clause put in the main bill it might result 
in the holding up or the utter defeat of the 
chief measure. As all of the provisions 
which the counsel have incorporated in the 
measures are in accord with views which 
the Commissioners have expressed, the 
commission will probably ratify the prepar- 
ation of the bills without question. 

At Thursday's meeting the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission also will be called upon to 
acccept or reject a report made yesterday 
by its Gommittee on Contracts to promote 
George S. Rice from Assistant to Chief En- 


gineer in place of William Barclay Par- 
sons, and making Mr. Parsons Consulting 

Engineer. 

The committee at yesterday's meeting also 
took up the Sixth Avenue tunnel plan. pro- 
posed by William G. McAdoo, President of 
the New York and Jersey Tunnel Com- 
pany. This is to construct a deep tun- 
nel under Sixth Avenue to connect the 
Hudson River tunnel of the company, land- 
ing at Christopher Street, with Herald 
Square. Although the proceedings were 
secret, it was said that Controller Grout 
had practically abandoned his opposition 
to the Sixth Avenue route and that a favyor- 
able report would be made on the matter 
to the full Board of Commissioners, 


MRS. DI PIETRO’S STORY. 


Takes the Stand in Her Own Behalf on 
Murder Charges. 


Mrs. Rosa Di Pietro of 316 East Thirty- 
fourth Street took the witness stand in her 
own behalf yesterday before Recorder 
Goff in General Sessions, where she is on 
trial on a charge of shooting and killing 
Michael Rago, her brother-in-law, on Oct. 
3. She says that he had asked her to run 
awey with him and that he threatened to 
stab her with a pair of shears if she re- 
fused. 

“IT took my little girl on my left arm,” 
she said, ‘“‘ and took my revolver with my 
right arm and started down stairs to see a 
woman relative of mine. I found Rago in 
the hall. He said, ‘ Where are you going? 
Are you flying from here or are you goin 
to the police? If you don’t do as I say 
will immediately kill you.’ Then he put 
his hand into his pocket and drew out the 
shears and said, ‘Now I will stab you.’ 
As he stepped toward me I stepped back- 
ward and then I shot him with the re- 
volver.

“FUSHIMI OFF FOR CHICAGO. 


Mayor and McAdoo Bid Him Good-Bye— 
Japanese Shout Banzais. 


With the ‘loud “ Banzais"” of his pa- 
triotic countrymen ringing in his ears, 
Prince Sandanaru Fushimi yesterday morn- 
ing left New York to set out on the first 
stage of his homeward journey. With Ms- 
jor Mihara, his military aide de camp; 
Aimaro Sato, major domo of his house- 
hold, the rest of his suite, and Richard 
Hamilton Taylor, the special escort from 
the State Department, he boarded the Fast 


Limited Mail at the Grand Central Station 


at 8:45 to go to Chicago, where he has 


planned ‘a stay until Friday. 
Prince Fushimi was up and about at the 


Hotel St. Regis before daybreak yesterday 
morning. The Prince and his paity were 
ready to leave the hotel as early as 8 
o’clock, and, escorted by a sguad of mount- 
ed police, they drove to the Grand Central 
Station. At the station there was a small 
army of his countrymen waiting. They 
greeted the Prince with cheers as he walked 
from his carriage’ to his train between a 
double line of policemen under the com- 
main. of Chief Inspector Cortright. 

After the Prince and his suite had en- 
tered their car, Mayor McClellan and Com- 
missioner McAdoo made their appearance. 
They shook hands with Prince Fushimi, 
bid him farewell, and wished him a pleas- 
ant journey. Just before the train started 
the Prince showed himself on the rear plat- 
form of his car, where he bowed to the 
throng of Japanese who in some way had 
contrived to gain admittance to the plat- 
form, and who shouted their ‘ Banzais”’ 
after the departing train as it pulled out. 

From Chicago Prince Fushimi will go to 
Denver for a couple of days’ stay, and from 
there to San Francisco. He will sail for 
Japan on the steamship Mongolia, which 
leaves San Francisco on Dec. 28.
